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[Heavier and Finished Hogs 


Demand of Export Trade 


S. E. Todd, Socata of The Industrial and Development 


Council, Has Important Message 


to Western Farmers 


Heavier and finished hogs is strong- 
ly emphasized by S. E. Todd, secre- 
tary of The Industrial and Develop- 
ment Council of Canadian Meat Pack- 
ers, with headquarters at’ Toronto, in 
an open letter to farmers and all in- 
terested in developing our: export 
bacon trade. 


Heavier and Finished Here 


In the 45 weeks of 1988, to the 
week ending November 9th, hog de- 
liveries have been 2,600,000 compar- 
ed with 2,571,000 in the same period 
of 1932.. Hog deliveries for the week 
of November 9th, 1933, were 64,700 
compared with 50,300 for the corre- 
sponding week of 1932. In the same 
time the price of bacon hogs has ad- 
vanced from $3.70 to $6.00 per hun- 
dred pounds on the Toronto market. 
Thus hog deliveries have increased 
and the domestic price of pork pro- 
ducts has considerably advanced. 


‘Along with this condition in pork 
products beef prices have fallen to 
low levels and domestic consumption 
is shifting from pork to beef. This 
is restricting the domestic outlet 
for pork. But the Ottawa Confer- 
ence ‘agreements have provided an 
assured outlet for bacon. For the 
nine months to end of September, 
1938, bacon exports to Britain were 
51,527,000 lbs.; compared with 24,- 
685,000 in the same period of 1982. 
Exports continue to be on a heavy 
relative scale. Our one hope of main- 
taining and bettering hog prices is 
to increase our exports of bacon. 

‘But here’s the rub, says Mr. Todd. 
When in England lately the greatest 
complaint I heard with regard to iCa- 
nadian bacon was lack of finish. and 
light weights. Canadian packers in 
order to not over-burden the domestic 
market were forced to ship bacon that 
did not measure up to the desired 
quality. (There were faults in “type 
and conformation, but that is anoth- 
er story). If the hogs from which 
the bacon was made had been of the 
proper weights and finish the. bacon 
situation would have greatly bene- 


fited. 

It would appear that farmers do 
not. woderstand the seriousness of 
this condition. At present it is im- 


possible to get enough properly-fin- 
ished hogs of the right weights to 
make the required quantities of ex- 
port bacon: and of the best bacon 
for home use. A part of these un- 
finished and light weight hogs may 
be due to lack of feed but is not a 
great deal of it due to the fact that 
producers do not quite understand the 
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importance of proper weights 
finish, 
This is the Message of this Letter 

The bulk of good bacon comes from 
the bacon and select grades. of hogs. 
There is a range of weights in these 
two grades of from 180 to 230 Ibs. 
at the farm. It is’ probably natural 
for. farmers-to assume that when ’a 
hog has attained a weight of 180 lbs. 
in the bacon grade or 190 in the se- 
lect grade, that this is as useful a 
weight for export or domestic pur- 
poses as any weight up to 230 Ibs. 

‘(Such is not the case. The low 
weights are the minimum and the 
high weights are the maximum that 
can be accepted. But it is very de- 
sirable that the bulk ‘of the hogs 
should be either in the low or the high 
weights, - The bulk of the hogs should 
be from 200 to 220.1bs., at the farm, 
when not too full of feed. 

Hogs are now-coming in quantities 
at from 180 to 200 lbs. At these 
low weights many are unfinishel and 
even a part of the. heavier weights: 
lack finish. This is disastrous to good 
prices for bacon both in the export 
and: domestic market and, of course, 
equally disastrous to good prices for 
hogs. 

The difficulty of scarce feed sup- 
plies in somhe-sections is fully recog- 
nized. But it will pay to finish hogs 
that are on hand on the farm rather 
than flood the. market with poor hogs. 
At ‘from 180 to 230 lbs. hogs gain 
rapidly and make very economical 
use of feed. Hogs that are finished | 
so as to make bacon or select eras, 
bring from fifty cents to a dollar; 
per hundred more than unfinished | 
hogs. This. will pay for purchased |, 
feed. At the same time the market 
will be strengthened instead of being 
weakened. ‘ 

Some weeks ago on account. of an 


and 


extra , supply of bacon being per- 


mitted to be shipped to the British 
market by Denmark, the price slump- 
ed. Since that. time further: restric- 
tions of imports have been imposed 
by Britain on foreign countries and 
currency exchange has improved. The 


markets have strengthened in con-! 


sequence. For the weeks of October 
26th, November 2nd and November 
9th, the price of bacon hogs at To- 
ronto has been $5.60, $5.75 and $6.00, 
showing a steady advance. 

It is believed that if farmers fully 
understand the need for carrying 
their hogs until from 200 to 220 lbs. 
and having them properly finished, 
they will co-operate for the good of 
all, concludes Mr. Todd.

Ask Poll Tax to Pay 
‘Hospital Expenses 


Placing of a provincial head or. 
poll tax on all persons not paying a 
municipal tax and seeking employ- 
ment in this province, was requested 
in a resolution adopted unanimously 
by delegates to the annual conven- 
tion of the Alberta Association of 
Municipal Districts in session held at 
Edmonton, recently, 

The proceeds of such a tax would 
be used to take care of indigent sick 
sent to hospitals, thus relieving muni- 
cipalities of present financial strain 
in that respect. 

“The ‘idea is that people who seek 
jobs in this province should pay for 


‘| sickness in. their own ranks,” said a 


delegate.. “This has been a heavy 
burden on our municipality and it 
will affect others the same way if 
something is not done.” 


After brief discussion, the resolu- 


tion carried without opposition. 
The resolution asks legislation to 


‘| provide for the tax, which would. be 


collected through employers annually. 

Receipts would, be carried by em- 
ployes at all timés and would be pro- 
duced when  seéking., employment. 
Should.a ecpipt ‘holder. bea taxpayer 


‘in a different municipality from the 


ond in which he: seeks* employment, 
the tax would be refunded and charg- 
ed back to the gaqvernment.
